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IN THE CLAIMS; 

1 . (Cuirently amended) A. method in a data processmg system for managing 
infomiation, the method comprising: 

receiving information from a plurality of users; 
storing the infonnation to foirm stored information; 

receiving a request to remove selected information from the stored information 
irom a user within the set of users, wherein the selected information is received in 
response to a transaction involving the user; [[and]] 

responsive to receiving the request, determining if the selected information is no 
longer required for the transaction: and 

responsive to the selected information no longer being required for the 
transaction, removing the selected non-required infomiation from the stored information. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the step of receiving a request 
includes: 

determining whether the request is a valid request; and 
preventing removing of the selected information in response to a determination 
that the request is an invalid request 

3. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein at least one of a certificate, a 
password, and a key is used to determine whether the request is va.lid. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the selected inform ation is personal 
information about the user. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 4, wherein the personal information includes at 
least one of a user name, a user identification, a passwotxl, a telephone number, an e-mail 
address, a physical address, a social security number, a birth date, and a credit card 
number. 
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6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the transaction is a commercial 
transaction involving a credit card number. 

7. (Original) The metliod of claim 1, wherein the request sent to the user is in a 
form of an applet requesting persona] information about the user. 

8. (Currently amended) A method in a data processing system for managing 
infonnation, the method comprising: 

sending a Web page to a user at a client; 

receiving a response, wherein the response include the information; 
processing a business transaction with the client using the information; 
storing the information to form stored information; 
receiving a request to remove the stored information; 

determining that the stored information is unnecessary to the business transaction 
in response to receiving the request: and 

removing the stored information in respons e to r e coi^ong tlio roquost in response 
to the stored information no longer beinH necessary to the business transaction ,

1 0. (Original) The method of claim 8, wherein the business transaction is a purchase 
of an item using a credit card. 

1 1 . (Original) A distributed data processing system comprising: 
a network; 

a plurality of clients connected to the network; and 

a server connected to the network, wherein the server receives infomiation from 
the plurality of clients in which the information is received in association with serving 
Web pages and receiving the information in response to serving the Web pages, stores the 
information to form stored information, receives a request from a client within the 
plurality of clients to discard a portion of the information from the stored infomiation. 
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removing the portions of the infonnation from the stored information in response to 
receiving the request. 

12. (Currently amended) A data processing system comprising: 
a bu$ system; 

a communications unit coimected to the bus system; 

a memory connected to the bus system, wherein the memory includes a set of 
ixistructions; and 

a processing unit connected to the bus system, wherein the processing unit 
executes the set of instructions to receive information from a plurality of users; store the 
infomiation to form stored information; receive a request to remove selected information 
from the stored information from a user within the set of users, wherein the selected 
infomiation is received in response to a transaction involving the user; detcmiine if the 
selected information is no longer required for the transaction^ in response to received 
request; and remove the selected non^reauired infomiation from the stored information in 
response to ge c e iving tho roquort the selected infomiation no longer being required for 
the transactioiL 

1 3 . (Currently amended) A data processing system comprising: 
a bus system; 

a communications unit connected to the bus system; 

a memory connected to the bus system, wherein the memory includes a set of 
instructions; and 

a processing unit connected to the bus system, wherein the processing unit 
executes the set of instructions to send a Web page to a user at a client; receive a 
response, wherein the response include the information; process a business transaction 
with the client using the information; store the information to form stored jjofonnation; 
receive a request to remove the stored information; determine th^ t he stored infnrm^itinn 
is unnecessary to the business transac tion in resp o nse to receiving the req uest; and 
remove the stored information in roopongc to roccivinfi tl i u ic q u o t^t in resnonse to t ^e 
stored information no longer being nece ssary to the business transaction . 
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14, (Currently amended) A data processing system for managing information, the 
data processing system comprising: 

first receiving means for receiving information from a plurality of users; 

storing means for storing the information to fonn stored information; 

second receiving means for receiving a request to remove selected information 
ftom the stored information from a user within the set of users, wherein the selected 
information is received in response to a transaction iJivolving the user, [[and]] 

determining means f or responsive to receiving a request deter mtninp ; if the 
selected in fonnation is no longer required for the transaction: and 

removing means for responsive to the selected information no longer being 
required for the transaction r e c e iving the roquoot , removing the selected non-required 
infonnation Bxm\ the stored infonnation. 

15, (Original) The data processing system of claim 1 4, wherein the second recei ving 
means includes: 

means for detennining whether the request is a valid request; and 
means for preventing removing of the selected infomiation in response to a 
determination that the request is an invalid request. 

16, (Original) The data processing system of claim 14, wherein at least one of a 
certificate, a password, and a key is used to determine whether the request is valid, 

17, (Original) The data processing system of claim 14, wherein the selected 
information is personal information about the user. 

18, (Original) The data processing system of claim 1 7» wherein the personal 
information includes at least one of a user name, a user identification, a passwoid, a 
telephone number, an e-mail address, a physical address, a social security number, a birth 
date, and a credit card number. 
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19. (Original) The data processing system of claim 1 4, wherein the transaction is a 
commercial transaction involving a credit card number. 

20. (Original) The data processing system, of claim 14, wherein the request sent to 
the user is in a form of an applet requesting personal information about the user. 

21. (Currently amended) A data processing system for managing infonnation, the 
data processing system comprising: 

sending means for sending a Web page to a user at a client; 
first receiving means for receiving a response, wherein the response include the 
information; 

processing means for processing a business transaction with the client using the 
information; 

storing means for storing the information to form stored information; 

second receiving means for receiving a request to remove the stored infomiation; 

d_e_termamng means for determining that the stored information is unnecessary to 
the business transactio n in response to receiving the request: and 

removing means for removing the stored information in ropponao to rce e iving the 
Fewest in response to the stored informat ion no longer being necessary to the business 
transaction .

23. (Original) The data processing system of claim 21, wherein the business 
transaction is a purchase of an item using a credit card. 

24. (Currently amended) A computer program product in a computer readable 
medium for managing information, the computer program product comprising: 

first instmctions for receiving information from a plurality of users; 
second instructions for storing the information to form stored information; 
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third instructions for receiving a request to remove selected information firom the 
stored inforaiation from a user within the set of users, wherein the selected information is 
received in response to a transaction involving the user; [[and]] 

fourth instructions, responsive to receiving the request, for determining if the 
selected information is no longer required for the transaction; and 

fifth instructions, responsive to the selected information no longer being required 
for the transaction, for removing the selected non-required information from the stored 
information. 

25. (Currently amended) A computer program product in a computer readable 
medium for managing information, the computer program product comprising: 

first instructions for sending a Web page to a user at a client^ 
second instructions for receiving a response, wherein the response include the 
information; 

third instructions for processing a business transaction with the client using the 
information; 

fourth instructions for storing the information to form stored information; 

fifth instructions for receiving a request to remove the stored information; [[and]] 

sixth instructions for determining that the stored information is unnecessary to the 
business t ransaction in response to receiving the request: and 

seventh instructions for removing the stored information in rosponse to rocoiving 
the request in response t o the stored information no longer being necessarv to the 
business transaction ,

27. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the request to remove 
selected information originates from a client device of the user. 



28. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the stored information is 
information stored on a server. 
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29. (Previously presented) The method of claim 8, wherein the request to remove 
stored infonnation originates from a client device of the user. 

30. (Previously presented) The method of claim 8, v^rherein the stored information is 
information stored on a server. 

3 1 . (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 4, wherein the request to remove 
selected information originates from a client device of the user. 

32. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 4^ wherein the stored infoimation is 
information stored on a server. 

33. (Previously presented) The method of claim 21, wherein the request to remove 
stored information originates from a client device of the user. 

34. (Previously presented) The method of claim 21, wherein the stored information is 
information stored on a server. 
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
